. . .  The  Senior  Building . . . 


•  The  Senior  Building  was  opened  in  192  5  and  has  since  taken  care  of  almost  its 
t-ntire  capacity  of  three  hundred  pupils.  The  rooms  of  the  building  are  divided  into 
the  finest  setting  that  could  possibly  be  used  in  a  high  school.  On  the  basement  floor 
are  the  sewing  room,  and  a  large  kitchen  and  dining  room,  which  will  accomodate 
two  hundred  persons.  Also  on  this  floor  are  the  manual  training  room,  the  physics 
laboratory,  and  the  chemistry  laboratory,  which  is  adjoined  by  a  recitation  room. 
All  these  rooms  are  well  provided  with  equipment  necessary  for  high  school  work 
and  f  .\periments. 

The  second  floor  has  the  offices  of  the  superintendent  and  the  principal,  the  music 
room,  three  recitation  rooms,  and  the  library,  which  has  a  good  sui)ply  ot  literary 
and  I'eference  books.  Tlie  auditorium,  which  is  on  this  floor,  is  the  largest  and  best 
in  the  community.  The  stage  is  large  enougli  to  present  any  plays  given  by  high 
school  organizations.  In  connection  with  the  stage  there  is  a  motion  picture  pro- 
jector for  the  purpose  of  showing  educational  films.  The  auditorium  has  a  seating 
capacity  of  one  thousand  persons.  When  it  is  not  being  used  for  plays  or  other 
entertainments  the  chairs  are  removed  from  the  main  floor,  thus  making  it  a  gym- 
nasium  in  which  the  high  school  basketball  games  are  played. 

There  are  shower  rooms  in  the  basement  for  the  accomodation  of  both  boys  and 
;irls  who  take   pait   in   these   physical  activities. 

On  the  third  floor  are  the  largf^  assembly,  thre.-  recitation  rooms,  and  the  typing 
room,  which   has  si.xteen  typewriters. 

The  beating  plant  is  modern  in  every  way,  witli  a  power  ventilator  and  si.x  large 
hot  air  furnaces.     Our  school  is  one  of  the  most  up-to-date  in  the  state  of  Ohio.

•  The  Union  School  Building,  located  on  West  Walker  Street,  was  built  during  the 
years  of  18S2  and  1SS3.  Its  approximate  cost,  including  the  grounds,  was  $50,000.00. 
The  building  contains  two  stories.  There  are  thirteen  rooms.  The  curricula  for 
(he  first  nine  years  of  school  are  taught  here  and  then  the  pupils  go  to  the  Senior 
Higli  S:''.aool.  The  enrollment  for  this  year  of  1932-33  numbers  five  liundred  seven- 
ty-six.

The  South  Building  . . . 


•  The  South  Scliool  Cuilding  is  located  on  the  corner  of  Soutli  Eighth  Street  and 
Henderson  Avenue.  It  was  built  during  the  year  1896  and  remodeled  in  1919.  Miss 
Garwood  was  the  first  principal  and  teacher  in  this  building. 

The  South  Building  contains  two  stories.  On  the  first  Ihior  are  two  rooms,  a  large 
hall;  on  the  second  floor  are  two  rooms,  a  large  hall,  and  the  olTice.  The  building 
Is  surrounded  by  a  beautiful  spacious  lawn. 

All  pupils  living  south  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  attend  the  first,  second,  third, 
and  fourth  grades  that  are  taught  here.  Since  the  consolidation  of  outside  town- 
ships with  the  Upper  Sandusky  school  district  some  of  the  childn'n  of  these  town- 
!-hipi  attend  here. 

Because  of  lack  of  room  in  (his  building  some  pupils  coming  in  on  the  busses  at- 
tend the  T'nion  Building.

•  In  a  quiet  and  beautiful  spot  on  the  corner  of  Bigelow  and  Third  Sfrtets  of  Upper 
Sandusky  flands  tlie  l^ast  School  Building,  the  newest  grade  building  in  our  city, 
having  been  erected  in  1900.  When  the  structure  was  built  Jlr.  R.  J.  Kiefer  was 
superintendent  of  schools.  Members  of  the  school  board  were  G.  O.  .Maskey,  presi- 
dent.
